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Applicant responds to the Office Action mailed 18 March 2005 as follows: 

Applicant submits herewith a replacement abstract in keeping with the comments 
provided by the examiner in the detailed action portion of the above identified Office 
Action. 

Applicant also provides a replacement specification in which the term "voice recognition" 
has been replaced with the term -speech recognition-. In this regard Applicant uses 
the term "speech recognition" to denote identification of what is being said. Applicant 
points out that there are two instances in the specification where the Applicant refers to 
"voice print" technology. In this instance Applicant is referring to identification of who is 
doing the speaking. However, these two instances are not concerned with the subject 
matter set forth in the independent claims. 



RESPONSE 
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The claim objections appear to be based on the inconsistency of use of the terms voice 
recognition and speech recognition in the specification and accordingly, with the 
submission of the replacement specification, these objections are deemed overcome.
